Heretofore it had been fifty- 
three cents a ton for the full sized 
article and fourteen cents a ton for 
slack, The Nova Scotia industry, in 
particular, has long been protesting 
that millions of tons of round coal 
vet across under the classification of 
slack and, so the latter desig ation 
is wiped out and, under the general 
tariff, all kinds of soft coal-are made 
dutiable at fifty cents a ton.

A Dangerous Campaign 


An increasingly aggtessive campaign is being waged in different paris 
of Canada by certain organizations and interests in favor of the adoption by 
the Dominion Government of a policy of export duties, or embargoes, on a 
number of Canadian products, and the list of such products is being added to 
as (he campaign progresses. ‘This, too, is inevitable because if “protection” 
is !o be provided in one case, it is promptly demanded by others, and, further, 
the imposition of export duties on one article insensibly affects other articles 
and industries. 

Canada has for the past forty years experimented with the policy of pro- 
teclive dutles on imports, but few people will be found to declare that the 
policy has proven a success and brought that development of natural resources 
and industry, that absence of unemployment, that increase in population, and 
that abounding prosperily which the advocates of high tariff protection claim- 
od for it. On the contrary, manufacturers, artizans, laborers and the great 
body of the consuming public are all complaining and clamoring for some- 
thing which tariff protection has failed to give them and can never give them. 

The people of Canada are now asked to experiment with the policy of ex 
port duties on top of import duttes. These export duties, will, so the adyo- 
cates say, develop our natural resources for home use, encourage manufactur- 
jug industries, provide employ ment, increase population, and bring national 
prosperity. In a word, export dufies are going to accomplish what the import 
duties were to have done and failed to do, 

The economic and fiscal programme now Weing mapped out in these “pro- 
fective” quarters contemplaies higher import duties to keep out of Canada 
foreign-amade articles, and the imposition of export duties to prevent Canadian 
products going out of the Dominion except in a completely manufactured state. 

Among the products, or natural resources, upon which-it has thus far been 
Proposed that export duties should be imposed are logs and pulpwood, water 
powers and the electrical energy developed from the same, nickel and wheat. 
While import duties are advocated and imposed as against the whole world, 
the export duties are clearly designed to be imposed against one ¢ountry only, 
namely, the United States. 

Supposing the United States chose to regard such a policy as an “un- 
friendly act” and adopted a policy of retaliation, What then? What would 
happen to the cotton mills of Canada and of Great Britain if the United States 
imposed a prohibitive export duty on raw cotton as a reply to the Canadian 
imposition of an export duty.on pulpwood? Would Canadian and British in- 
dustry be benefited, increased employment provided, added population and 
increased prosperity result? 

Or, suppose in reply to a Canadian embargo on the export of hydro-eleéc- 
tiie power, or an export duty on nickel or logs, the United States imposed a 
prohibitive export duty on coal, what would be the result to the manufactur- 
ers of Ontario and Quebee, not to speak of the average householder and busi- 
hess man?) 

And, if Canada should practically prohibit the export of wheat to the 
United States, who could complain if, in turn, the United States proceeded to 
pula stop to export of oranges, bananas, lemons, raisins, and other articles 
of food which Canada cannot itself produce? 

No man in his senses would propose an export duty on Canadian wheat 
going to all countries, because Canada must export its wheat. It cannot mill 
ii all into flour, and even if we could and did, Canadians could not consume it, 
ang other countries might well say “it you won't let us have any of your 
wheat, we don’t want four flour.” A general export duty on Canada’s wheat 
would simply paralyse the Dominion. It would be a terrible price to pay to 
further the flour milling industry which, as it is, is StOWINE by leaps and 
bounds and paying good dividends. 3 

These two neighboring countries, the Unitcd States and Canada, are in 
mony respects complements to each other. —~In regard To certain products 
they are inter-dependent. Man, not nature, drew an imaginary. dividing line 
aeross the continent from east to west, a Hne which the good sense of both 
peoples has kept free of bristling cannon and fortifications. Mistakes have 
been made in the past in the ereci{on of tarif€ walls between the two countries, 
and the United States has been the chief offender, but it was Canada who re- 
jected the last ‘overttires in 1911 for greater freedom in trade. . It should be 
the policy of both countries now to lower the existing barriers, rather than to 
raise them or create hew ones, | Both countries would benefit from such a 
policy, 

On the other hand, both must suffer from the FOOT) of policies léad- 
ing io re taliatory export duties, and possibly the greatest loss of. all would be 
a lessening of the good feeling now prevailing between the Dominion and the 
Republic and the engendering of feelings of bitterness and hostility. It is 
fincerely to be hoped that Canadian statesmen will hesitate a long time. be- 
fare being stampeded inio adopting a policy of export duties. Apart from 
everything else, Canada has not yet reached that stage of development, nor 
atiuined that population, where the imposition of export duties are either de- 
sirable or necessary.

In Mani- 
toba 475 homesteads and 62 soldier 
grant entries . were recorded; 1,500 
homesteads and 281 soldier grants in 
Saskatchewan; 980 homesteads and 
176 soldier grants in Alberta; and 195 
homesteads and 27 soldier grants fn 
British Columbia. The total number 
of homesteads taken up in the four 
provinces was 3,151, as compared with 
2,749 for the whole of 1923. Total 
soldier grants taken up were 653, as 
compared wish 462 in 1923.

1906 the first deep well was sunk and a splendid 
flow of gas was encountered, from which the city of 
Medicine Hat has enjoyed the benefits of natural 
up to the  preeees ime, with the further prospect 
gf a By Boon nued supply. 
After this the Canadian Pacitic Railway drilled 
a number of wells for ite own use, and other converns 
entered the field. The wells-at Pincher Creek were 
gl oil, which was produced for a tine, fr 
ficant quantities being also encountered, but 


what they had undertaken to do, and it is to their 
determined efforts that the later developments of 
petroleum and natural gas are due, 

The next gas field of importance to be developed 
was the Bow Island field, on which work was begun 
in 1908, on the south bank of the South Saskatchewan 
River on the Crow’s Nest branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. It was in this field that Canada’s 
largest gas well was drilled, producing, when com- 
pleted, approximately thirty million cubic feet of 
gas per day, and it was on the strength of this de- 
velopment that the enormous sixteen-inch pipe line, 
one hundred and seventy-five miles in length, was 
financed and built in order to supply the towns en 
route. Other fields have been opened, among them 
that known as the Foremost field, located on Etzikom 
Coulee. In 1914, the first well was drilled here in 
search of oil, and at a depth of about two thousand 
feet, gas in very large quantities was found. Re- 
cently another well has been completed in this field, 
which is now producing over seventeen million cubic 
feet of gas per day and is one of the largest gas 
wells in Canada, giving to the towns and villages 
along this route an almost unlimited supply of gas. 
As many as three hundred wells have been drilled in 
Alberta up to the present time in various sections 
of the province. Not all have been productive, of 
course, some having to be abandoned on account of 
drilling difficulties, while others did- not yield the 
fluid sought, or did so in such small quantities as 
not to be worth the expense of further development, 
and so were abandoned for more productive fields,

The pro 
duct was marketed from Montreal ana 
the. place of manufacture was un 
known.

| Flowering Shrubs In 
the Prairie Provinces 


Many Varieties Are Easily Grown In 
Any Part of the West

time and time again that the prairte 
home need be bare of flowers. . Lt re 
quires but a reasonable amount of ef 
fort to produce as fine bloom in the 
prairie garden as in other parts of 
Canada The experimental

ing ‘shrubs are thoroughly at home 
throughout the west At Scott Sta 
tion, seven kinds of these 
well The caragana, of which there 
are several kinds, is among the .most 
useful, The taller. growing yariety, 
also known as the Siberian pea tree, 


shrubs do 


makes a wonderful hedge, providing a 
very suitable protection for a garden 
Dwarfer forms, particularly the cara 
gana pygmaea, is a dainty little shrub 
reaching about 24 inches in height. All 
the caraganas produce ai wealth of 
yellow flowers early in the season. 

The lonicera, or honeysuckle, so 
well known in the older provinees of 
Canada, is proved to be very hardy in 
the west, each year producing a wealth 
of white and pink flowers. 

The shrubby cinquefoil, 
fruticoas, is less known than the 
others, but. it is a very desirable 
shrub, producing yellow blooms 

The flowering currant, ribes aureum, 
though a pretty shrub bearing attrac- 
tive fruit, is not entirely hardy when 
exposed. It does very well, however, 
behind shelter. 

The Japanese rose, rosa rugosa, does 
well in the prairie provinces. Its 
foliage in itself is beautiful and it also 
blooms more or less continuously 
throughout the summer. ‘ 

The lilac, syringa; is a salisfaetory 
shrub in the western garden. At the 
Scott Station the vawiecties Congo, deep 
purple; Alba Grandiflora, white; 
Michel Buchner, pale lilac; Marie Le- 
graye, white, are among the’ most 
promising sorts. 

The spiraea arguta and van hout- 
tei have proved hardy at the Scott and 
other experimental stations and at the 
Manitoba Agricultural College. The 
former variety blooms earlier than the 
van houttei, which makes it desjrable 
that both sorts should be planted for 
best effect. 

All of these shrubs may be planted 
in the spring, either in groups or as 
single plants, and may be depended 
upon to thrive well if given ordinary 
cultivation. — Canadian Horticultural 
Council,
